CHLORINE TO BE DUMPED 
IN SILVER LAKE 


Pollution Figures Jump 

Water Superintendent Eddie 
Sargent has been ordered to 
‘dump’ 100 pounds of Chlorine 
into Silver Lake, in an effort 
to combat a sudden rise in 
the bacterial count of the 
lake waters, 

The chlorine, in a formula 
known as HTH, will be put into 
the lake at the rate of 50 lbs 
@ day, for two days, and tests 
taken to find the results. 

Thé order was issued by TM 
Cecil Lancaster Wednesday, af- 
ter a report was given him of 
,@ test taken on July 7th., at 
The Town Beach, 

The test, taken under ideal 
conditions, on a Thursday, (i.e 
fewer swimmers than on a week- 
end), gave a bacteriological 
count of 4600, the highest fi- 
gure ever found in Silver Lake 

The chlorine is being put in- 
to the lake on the recommenda~ 
tions of Herbert Nickerson, of 
Marie Drive, Mass. Dept. of 
Public Health, Northeast Dis- 


ard, 

A yardstick figure of 1000 
is said to be the ideal figure 
for a public bathing beach, 
and any figure under 2400 is 
permissable 

Drinking water, such as is in 
the Wilmington water system, 
has a count of 2, 


The pit, in Hathaway Acres 
was found to have on€ OT the 
lowest counts in the area - 
its count being only 23. 


Augustus C. Walker, Chairman 
of the Wilmington Board of 


Health offered an opinion that 
the sudden increase in the 
count at Silver Lake was due’ 
to the long dry spell, with no 
rainfall, 

The Board of Health does not 
believe the situation is ser- 
ious or permanent, and is 

watching the situation closely 
If more chlorine is found to 
be needed it will be added, 
Walker said,
